tion  in  various  branches  useful  in  aid¬ 
ing  them  to  -  make  themselves  inde- 
pendeut  of  help  from  others. 

l  ln-, ‘employment  bureau  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation  has  performed  a  most  useful 
work.  A  nominal  fee  is  now  charged, 
fifty  rents  a  year,  while  employers  are 
asked  ft.  Permanent  or  daily  em¬ 
ployment  is  provided  in  all  the  occu¬ 
pations  known  to  woman,  except  do¬ 
mestic  service.  .  Large  business  houses 
and  professional  men  are  using  the 
bureau  more  ami  lhore  to  secure  type¬ 
writers,  stenographers,  hand  and  ma- 
ehiiie  sewerp,  etc. 

( hie  phase  rtf  the  association’s  ener¬ 
gies  is  devoted  to  securing  pleasant, 
safe,  economical  homes  for  the  women 
Hear  their  places  of  work. 

Orders  are  taken  for  seamstresses 
and  the  practical  and  fanciful  articles 
made  in  classes  are  sold  at  the  indus¬ 
trial  r<»«ius  for  the  benefit  of  the  young 
wotm-n. 

The  classes  in  the  new  building  are 
pi  ring  a  lieneficial  means  of  aiding 
tht  -  ung  women.  Here  they  learn 
writing,  commercial  arithmetic,  steno- 
giaphv,  typewriting,  hand  ami  iua 
cl nne  sewing,  etc.  They  pay  only  for 
the  material  which  they  use,  the  in¬ 
struction  I  icing  free. 

One  of  the  Executive  Committee,  in 
speaking  of  the  results  of  the  asaocia- 
ti  m's  efforts,  says':  “  We  certainly  have 
met  with  success  in  our  endeavors  to 
enable  and  aid  women  who  seek  to  su.p- 
p-i  t  themselves.  A  new  avenue  has

and  t In  >sc  w  ishing  emjfloymejkt  and  the 
ways  of  learning  additional  means  for 
self  supjxirt  have  l»een  increased  for 
voimg  women.  They  take  a  deep  in¬ 
ti  n  st  m  their  classes,  which  day  and 
evening  arc  exclusively  for  women. 
The  library  with  its  10,000  volumes  is 
at  their  disposal  ami  any  self-support¬ 
ing  woman  ran  take  the  liobks  home 
to  r*ad.  We  simply  look  into  her  re¬ 
ference  and  assure  ourselves  that  she 
is  such  us  she  represents  herself  to  be. 
Of  course,  the  exjienses  are  large  and 
as  our  income  is  not  sufficient  to  meet 
the  outlay  it  is  necessary  to  make  up 
the  1 1 iffcreiice  through  contributions. 
Tins  need  the  generous  and  philan¬ 
thropic  people  of  this  city  have  hither¬ 
to  met  mid  we  have  no  doubt  that  they 
will  continue  to  do  so.

Th<*  fiaMistii-m  of  one  cent  'papers  Iiave 
naturally  wibhe<J  the  mtennetliane*  and 
news  amenta  to  tiear  their  atiare  in  tin*  in- 
Crearj-iJ  r-xpenm  due  Jhe  augmenta¬ 
tion  of  the  mze.  The  smAll  four  cduinn 
one  cent  {«.{ier  iwl  to  be  sold  at  tirtv- 
eight  cento  a  hundreil;  the  five  cr4unin 
enlarged  one  cent  j*per  is  sold  at  »ev*-i»t  v- 
four  cento  a  hundred.  This  new  tariff 
his  provoked  much  <liv<  mURit  among 
tlu-  intermediaries,  who  demarid  a  dim¬ 
inution  instead  of  an  increase  of  tlie 
wholesale  price. 

The  manufacture  and  sale  of  reading 
matter  L  ing  a  subject  w  hich  uc.eri-sLs 
more  or  lews  everybody  who  ean  read, 
may  perliaj*  L-  allowed  to  enter  into 
some  detail  on  the  system  of  new  spnper 
distri hut imi  in  Paris.  Some  of  the  i*|>er* 
have  a  nale  department  and  carriers  of 
their  own;  but  the  majority  deal  with 
intermediaries,  who  have  H{K<cittl  squads 
of  carriers  for  each  journal  ami  for  each 
district.  Tlics*-  carriers  distribute  the 
joumaLs  in  tlie  kioeques  and  in  the  shops 
of  the  news  venders,  settling  accounts 
each  day  and  taking  back  tl»-  unsol  I 
numL-rs.  Another  sjiecuil  eat* gory  of 
news|«ai»er  sellers  are  the  “camdlots.  ’  or 
hawkers,  who  cry  papers  in  the  street. 
There  are  some  f»<X>  sellers  of  this  kind, 
who  howl  sensational  news,  and  who 
buy  later  editions  of  second  class  jiapers, 
which,  for  the  sake  of  advertising,  are 
sold  to  them  at  from  twenty  to  thirty 
cents  a  hundred  out  and  out.  no  account 
being  taken  of  unsold  copies. 

Besides  the  “caineloto”  there  ape  nearly 
4.000  persons  who  sell  newsj^ipers  in 
Paris,  mostly  booksellers,  stiitioners, 
sellers  of  fried  potatoes  or  of  roasted 
chestnuts,  and  milk  dealers,  wlio  com¬ 
bine  news  vending  with  their  othpr  I  airi¬ 
ness.  Out  of  this  number  there;  are  347 
venders  who  occupy  kiosques  on  tin*  Lmle- 
yaftlsand  100  who  occupy  woodeii  L>otha 
placed  on  the  sidewalk.  These  booths 
pay  a  ground  rent  of  six  francs  a  yeai  to 
the  municipality,  and  a  rent  of  six  francs 
a  month  to  the  contractor  who  oVrns  the 
material.  The  kiosques,  built  originally 
by  a  private  company,  have  now  become 
the  property  of  the  municipality  of  Paris, 
which  has  leased  them  for  seven  years  to. 
an  advertising  contractor  at  an  annual 
rental  of  $  1 8. 250.  This  contractor  makes 
his  profit  by  selling  the  advertising  space, 
and  he  is  allowed  to  exact,  from  tlie  news 
venders  who  occupy  the  kiosqpies.  a 
rental  of  from  $1  to  fo  a  month,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  situation.  For  instance,  the 
kiosques  oppieite  the  Grand  hotel,  .where 
you  can  buy  American,  Russian,  ijtalian, 
Hungarian,  German  and  other  foreign 
papers,  are  all  let  at  $5  a  month;  The 
tenants  of  the  kiosques  are  apjx dieted  in 
turn  by  the  prefecture  of  the  department 
of  the  Seine  anil  by  the  prefecture  of 
police;  for,  like  ‘the  tobacco  shorts,  the 
ewspaper  kiosques  are  reserved,  pi  lieu 
r  pensiioiiB,  ior  me  wiouws  or  [pume 
employes  or  of  soldiers.  The  privi 
a  kiosque  is  very  much  covetei 
there  are  always  5,000  or  6,000  del 
inscribed.  The  average  number  of 
cies  is  twenty-five  a  year. — Paris  Cor.

Th«  "Sublime  Porte." 

The  building  of  the  porte,  called  sub¬ 
lime,  is,  or  was,  a  kind  of  long,  low 
barracks,  without  style  and  without 
beauty.  A  fire  destroyed  part  of  it  some 
years  ago. 

The  phrase  "sublime  porte”  is  applied 
to  both  the  building  and  the  administra¬ 
tion,  two  things  that  are  important,  but 
neither  the  one  nor  the  other  is  sublime. 
This  word  has,  however,  a  very  ancient 
origin.  When  the  Turks,  long  before 
the  conquest,  were  only  hordes  of  I  Tar¬ 
tars  and  nomads,  their  chiefs  (fr  sultans 
were  in  the  habit  of  dispensing  justice  at 
the  door  of  their  tent.  There  the  cadis 
assembled  and  heard  the  ciftnplaintJ  and 
then  the  defense.  Tlie  sultan  appeared 
upon  the  spot  only  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  trial  to  get  the  opinions  of  the  judges 
and  to  render  liis  decision.  To  go  t<j>  the 
porte-  was  for  the  Turks  tlie  equivalent  of 
seeking  justico  at  the  hands  of  the  sultan 
and  his  counselors. 

As  to  the  pompous  epithet  “sublime” 
coupled  with  this  poor  porte,  it  is  one  of 
those  Oriental  speeches  that  the  flattery 
of  the  weak  has  bestowed  voluntarily 
upon  the  tyranny  of  the  strong.  The 
Turkish  language  abounds  in  these  quali- 
ficatives— highnesB,  excellence,  cliviue, 
celestial,  sublime — which  in  our  day  and 
in  the  west  offend  the  dignity  of  those 
that  receive  them  and  of  those  that 
bestow’  them,  but  which  one  in  the  east 
can  freely  bestow  upon  high  jiersbnages 
without  lifughing  or  making  them  laugh.
